HAIFA, Wednesday.—Iron pyrites, 
a metallic sulphide Valuable to 
the chemieat worid as a source 
of suiphuric acid, have been 
found in the Bet Natufa area m 
Galilee, in fist-size concentrations, 
it was announced here recently 
at the Technion. Dr. J. Vroman, 
Technion geologist, and Mr. A. 
Goldberg, Manager of Chemicals 
and Fertilizers, Ltd. are further 
exploring the find. . 

Dr. Vroman declared that the 
pyrites are found in many other 
parts of Israel as well, but not 
in the sizes located at Bet Na- 
tufa. The mineral is yellowich in 
colour and highly crystallized.

Nevertheless, 
further close investigations are 
being made.
